from three different sources. 
F irs t— It became known that Gifford 
Pinchot, 
the 
deposed 
forester, 
had 
sailed for Europe Saturday to confei 
with Theodore Rosevelt. The appoint 
ment was made as a result of a cable 
gram received by Mr. Pinchot imme 
iiately upon the arrival of Colonel 
Roosevelt in Khartum. 
Second— Announcement was made; 
that Jam es It. Garfield, who has been 
'mentioned as a Republican cai.didate 
for governor of Ohio, w ill not seek the 
honor, but will come out in a speech 
within the next few days attacking the 
Taft 
administration, 
and 
declaring 
that he w ill not run or. a platform i 
which “ will embody the Taft princi- I 
pit s instead of the Roosevelt policies." ; 
“ Third- Eugene X. Foss, a Demo- ; 
erat, running for congress in the Four- ;

In the life of General Ulysses S. Grant

Peculiarities of Russian Winters. 


Thoro is one curious thing about a 
Russian winter—in the latter part of 
October or the beginning of November 
the weather w ill be quite mild. Not a 
sign can be seen of an approaching 
change, when suddenly, without any 
apparent warning, a light haze w ill be 
seen In the northern sky, and In twen­ 
ty-four hours the thermometer may 
fall 50 degrees. The change is so sud­ 
den and violent that travelers are fre­ 
quently frozen to death before they 
can gain shelter. It has occurred that 
farmers out looking after their flocks 
have been caught in one of these bliz­ 
zards and, missing their w ay borne, 
have lost their lives, their bodies re­ 
maining under the snow until the fol 
lowing spring. 


Senator Clapp Holds It Would Legalize

New York, March 23.— The presi­ 
dent of the United States spoke in 
the cause of world peace before such 
a brilliant assemblage at the Hotel 
Astor that lie described it as “ super­ 
lative.” 
Ile was the honor guest at a 
banquet of Hie Peace and Arbitration 
league and the principal speaker. 
In­ 
ternational peace was tho keynote of 
every address, but no s[leaker advo­ 
cated tin 
immediate disarmament of 
nations. On the other hand, all agreed 
that armies and navies wore neces­ 
sary until a more utopian universe 
shall have come about. 
On this point 
President Taft said: 
“ Because we ar** iii favor of univer­ 
sal peace and in favor of arbitration 
in order to secure it we stand to­ 
gether that we are not in favor of one 
country giving up that which we now 
use for th** purpose of securing peace. 
to wit, our armament, our army and 
our navy." 
Tremendous applause 
greeted 
his 
declarations and he continued: 
"I do not want to seem inconsistent 
in speaking so em phatically here in 
favor of peace by arbitration and In 
using every e ffort that I can bring to 
bear on congress to have two more 
battleships this year. 
I am hopeful 
that we may continue with that pol­ 
icy until the Panam a canal is con-) 
structed. so that then our naval force J 
shall be doubled by reason of the con­ 
nection between the two coasts, and 
then we can stop and think whether 
we wish to go further. 
Perhaps by 
that time there shall be adopted a 
means of reducing armament. 
And 
when it conies I ani sure we will not 
be the power to interfere with that 
general movement.’’ 
Facing a crowd of 500 newspaper 
men 
and editors at the New York 
Press club th*- 
president 
indirectly 
apologized for his remarks concerning 
the press made in a recent speech in 
Chicago 
It was certainly a strenuous day 
that the president spent in New York. 
H e was pursued for a m ile through 
Central park by a bicycle policeman

American Federation of Labor Files 


Charges.

States Steel corporation by the Am er­ 
ican Federation of Labor were p r e ­ 
sented to Attorney General Wicker- 
sham. 
The evidence follows the peti­ 
tion of the organization to President 
Taft, who referred the whole matter 
to th*> attorney general. 
Aside from alleging that the steel 
corporation ex ists in restraint of com­ 
m e rce and trade the federation’s chief 
complaint is that it employs condi 
tions unsatisfactory to organized labor 
and has used various means to pre­ 
vent labor organizers from working 
among its employes. 
Affidavits 
of 
organizers 
deposing 
that they have been beaten and or­ 
dered out of places where the corpora­ 
tion lins mills are attached to the 
statement as exhibits. 
Others declare 
that labor officials have been unable 
to hire halls In which to hold meet­ 
ings. that they ha\e been Intimidated 
by local police in steel districts, all 
of which Is charged to officers of the 
steel mills 
by the series of 
sworn 
statements. 
Part of the argument is an effort to 
show that the steel corporation exists 
In violation of the Sherman law and 
certain provisions cf the W ilson tariff 
act. 
Many charges are brought against 
the corporation’s town of Gary, where 
a monopoly of all necessaries of life 
Is said to h<‘ connect*' and arbitrary 
prices are charged for everything.

Messina he was greeted in person by 
the king of Italy and was touched by 
the warm welcome of the people, which 
he accepted as a token of their thank­ 
fulness for the American relief work 
following the great earthquake.

Theodore Roosevelt's enemies have ac­ 
cused him of megalomania, but there 
was no trace <»f it in' his bearing in 
stricken Messina. 
His attitude was 
human aud line.

in politics, In methods, in shooting all 
thfi animals left or even in historical 
judgments.

man are necessary fn studying him, 
and it is Roosevelt i v hunter we are 
considering in this ai 'ole. There are 
scores cf men who eau shoot lions, 
hippos and ginkdoodles. 
hut only a 
few who can beni a naf ii to better 
things. 
Still, even the leader must 
have his hours of recreation, and these 
are worthy of notice not because of the 
recreation, but because of him. 
Roose­ 
velt not only had his hours of recrea­ 
tion. but his year of it, and it was no 
commonplace recreation at that. 


Beginning of the Hunt. 
The Roosevelt expedition landed on 
the coast of Africa at Mombasa and 
proceeded inland to Nairobi, where 
It established its base. 
On the trip 
up it is narrated that 
the colonel 
rode on the pilot of the engine. Riding 
on the pilot is no uncommon occur­ 
rence in Africa, though not practiced 
much in America for the reason that 
it causes one to collide too violently 
with the atmosphere. 
In the Roose­ 
velt party were Kermit, the son and 
ostensible photographer, although In 
the end he proved a better rifle shot 
than the old man; It. J. Cunninghame, 
a mighty English hunter, who went 
along because of bis knowledge of the 
game and of the country; Major Edgar 
A. Mearns. J. Alden Loring and Ed­ 
mund Heller, representing the Smith- 
ionian institution, aud a small army 
of natives, who bore burdens, beat up 
game aud made themselves generally
